Labor unions which 
denounce the blacklist as an intolerable tyranny 
proudly proclaim a scab list of their own. Business 
men who grow purple in the face over a union boy-j 
cott arc surprised when any one objects to a boy- 
cott by themselves. The J. \V. W; is the most odious 
of all labor-class organizations, and vet almost every 
employers' organization,.with.a .vcry_few exceptions, 
like those in the printing and plumbing trades, is 
built oh the exact model of the I. W ,\V., as a syndi- 
calist clafcs organization, and not on the model of the 
American Federation of Labor, as a federation oi 
trade .organizations. -"Class government*' by the 
labor class is deprecated "most by the very "men who 
propose class government by the business, class as a 
remedy for it.
